hometown of Independence, Mo. 


Visit Election Ward 


FBI agents here, who said or- 


ders for the investigation came 
from the department of justice in 
Washington, also visited the elec- 
tion board here, but its members 
remained silent on the purpose of 
the visit. Its chairman, Ludwick 
Graves, said tersely: 


"I am giving out no statement." 
It was the- second time in 10 


years that an election here has 
been investigated by a branch of 
the government., In 1936, a fed- 
eral investigation resulted in the 
trial of 259 persons, mostly ward 
workers, and the conviction of 
scores of them.

tention to the election, two investi-

tary of Commer'ce Henry A. Wal- 
lace. 


Byrnes, who returned yester- 


day from the Paris peace confer- 
ence and received President Tru- 
man's congratulations on a "most 
excellent job," was scheduled to 
broadcast for 30 minutes begin- 
ning at 9 p. m. (CST) tonight 
NBC and MBS-stations arranged 
to carry the speech. 


'In writing his address Byrnes 
as-f-£pr*-"d t"^2ye i^v'o principal 


objectives in view: 


1. To try to knock down Rus- 


sian charges that the capitalist 
world is seeking to encircle the 
Soviet union. 


Flay Wallace Talks 


2. To smash the Wallace impli- 


cations that his policy toward 
Russia Is a policy of "toughness" 
and should be softened even at the 
risk of actions which, in Wallace's 
words, might be called appease- 
ment. 


Those in a position to know say 


Byrnes will reaffirm his basic 
idea of American-Russian rela- 
tions 'with a declaration that the 
United States intends to stand ab- 
solutely firm on its principles 
where major interests are involved 
and yet to deal patiently with all 
difficult issues. 


The secretary's speech thus will 


be not so much a report on the 
work of the Paris conference as a 
discussion of the state of relations 
with the Soviet Union.

cago postal employe accused of de- 
serting the army, kidnaping- a De- 
troit couple, raping the woman 
and committing 75 robberies in 
1942, 
is seeking release from the 


state institution for the criminal- 
ly insane at Menard. FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover once called him a 
"one man crime wave.'' 


Dr. Maurice Schiller, the profes- 


sor and also resident psychiatrist 
at Michael Reese hospital, told the 
court that Kadens had made com- 
plete and permanent recovery but 
that there might be recurrences 
of acute and psychotic episodes.

If adjudged sane, he would face

Chicago. Oct. IS—-(AP) — The 


state of Illinois has agreed to buy 
the 20-story Burnham building m 
Chicago's loop district to prevent 
some of its scattered 27 agencies 
here becoming homeless with the 
ixpiration of present leases. ' 


Gov. Dwight Green announced 


last night 
that 
the 
56,000,000 


transaction already has been ap- 
proved by the directors of the 
Courts Corporation, owner of the 
building, and now needs only ap- 
proval of its stockholders. 


The building, situated at 160 


Vorth LaSalle 
street,, contains 


333,000 square feet of rental floor 
space and already houses six gov- 
ernment agencies. If the transac- 
tion Is consummated, Green said, 
all the other agencies now in 20 
scattered Chicago buildings would 
be centralized. 


Funds for the purchase, the gov- 


ernor said, were appropriated by 
the legislature in 1945 and the 
cash, he added, now is in the 
state treasury. 


The state would take title to the 


property next Dec. :!], the an- 
nouncement said, under lease can- 
cellation clauses with present ten- 
ants which would permit state 
occupancy by next June 30. 


"The state is confronted with 


demands for heavily increased ren- 
tals for the next biennium on 
space , now occupied for depart- 
mental purposes in the loop dis- 
trict," the governor said. 


"These rents now exceed half a 


million dollars a year. In several 
instances the state has been ad- 
vised that existing leases would 
not be renewed at any price."

ings by then—two months or more 
earlier than had been planned be- 
fore President Truman's meat de- 
cision. 


This official emphasized to a 


reporter Oiat it will be "an order- 
ly retreat" from controls and will 
not resuvu in "riot or chaos". 


Furthermore, for the somewhat 


less' immediate future, he added 
that price lids will remain on 
rents, automobiles, building mater- 
ials, refrigerators, furniture, basic 
clothing items and farm imple- 
ments.

moving decontrol front included: 


1. Flour, bread and other bakery 


products figured in speculation as 
the next important food items to 
be freed of price ceilings. 


The milling industry

requested secretary of -agriculture 
Clinton P. Anderson to lift con- 
trols from wheat flour, semolina 
and, farina, declaring- that wheat 
supplies are ample.

Selling in wheat broke the prices 
of bread cereal in a jittery Chicago 
market. 


2. Coffee went off the controlled 


list completely. And price lidj were 
hoisted slightly on jams, jellies, 
fruit preserves and men's white 
handkerchiefs among other things. 
The increases will amount to one 
and two cents a pound jar for the 
sweets and from seven to 14 cents 
for handkerchiefs. 


3. South of the border, the van-

Quick Decision 


With the ashes of the 11 dead

before Wednesday morning's hang- 
ings, because officials in Nuern- 
berg were preparing as recently 
as last Thursday for ordinary, but 
extraordinarily secret, burials.

to do with the bodies after death 
centered around two main factors:! 


1. How much criticism would 


be involved in cremating the 11 
men—including five Catholics—in- 
asmuch as the Roman Catholic 
church prohibits cremation? 


"Not Approvable" 


(An informed source at the Vat- 


ican said last night that the cre- 
mation of the Nazis was "not ap- 
provable" by the church but that 
he doubted any official pronounce- 
ment would be made in the case. 
He said it did not appear to be a 
case involving "extraordinary cir- 
cumstances" which would permit 
an exception being made.

vho ordered the cremations were 
Catholics they might be guilty of 
"a sin of certain gravity," but 
that in view of the desire to avoid 
possible defilment of the graves 
the Vatican probably would not

Meat Available 


in Dixon Today 


A meat famine which prevailed 


in Dixon yesterday when house- 
wives found canned products a 
scarcity, was materially relieved 
today when many of the markets 
offered a fairly liberal supply of 
beef cuts. Prices, however, had 
increased with the arrival of beef 
and differed in some of the down 
town markets. 


Ground beef which has supplant- ; 


ed the popular name of hamburger, 
was available 
today but prices 


were reported to range between 
55 and 75 cents per pound. Prices 
of other beef cuts, were propor- 
tionately higher but there ap- 
peared to be an ample supply to 
last over the week-end. Eggs were 
retailing- at five cents each today. 


Market operators who had beef 


in their cases today.^ stated that 
from all indications* the supply 
would continue to be liberal, but 
with limited receipts of grade A 
beef. 
It was expected that a 


shortage "which has prevailed for 
several days would continue to be 
felt for about a week or ten days 
after which the cheaper grades of 
beef would be plentiful. ' 


There was no pork available and 


butchers anticipated that it would 
be about ten days before any no- 
ticeable supply of pork would ap- 
pear in their markets.

communist director, Budenz said 
then:

His name 
on an article is a sign that it is 
official. 
The average rank and 


file American communist however, 
never heard of him."
